TARIFFS 


New Delhi, dated the 18th May , 1949 


NO , 40 (1 )- T . B . / 49 . The Tariff Board was asked to investigate the claim of 
the slate and slate pencils industry for protection or assistance . The Tarift: 
Board , baving examined the matter has submitted its report . ItA recommando 
tions are as follows : 
(i) The costs of production of stone ( first quality) and metal plates bure 

lower than the landed cost ex - duty of imported stone glutes . -* Tho 
c .i.l . price of metal slates is expected to be higher , If tho dutu 
at existing rate of 80 per cent. is added , the landed cost of the 
imported articlo would be still higher. Indigenous matag , there . 

fore, do not require support by a protective duty . 
( ii ) The present revenue duty of 80 per cent. ad valorom in sufficient to 

safeguard the manufacturers of glato pencils . 
lii ] " Blates, all sorts " should be classified separately what item 

45 ( 8 ) in the Indian Customs Tariff . Further , separate statis 
tics of imports and exports of blates and glate penolls should , in 
future , bo maintained and shown in the Sea - borne Trade Statis 

tios , 
iv ) The quality of the indigenous plates and alate pepoils compare 

fuvourably with that of the imported produoto , As however , 
there is considerable scope for improvement, it would be advis 
able for the industry to undertake research and obtain teabniaal 
information in regard to the methods of manufacture in other 
countrles which produce slate and late penoils of bot Ruperior 

quality . 
Tr ) The industry should take steps to explore the possibilities of exporte 

to foreign countries and Government should , through their Trades 

Commissionerg abroad , assist the industry in this rospect. 
ľvi ) Although the industry has asked for n complete ban on importa , 
are unable to recommend the samr. So long as the poboy of 
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licensing imports has to be continued for balance of payment con 
siderations, the dosirability of maintaining and oxpanding indigen 
ous production of slates and glate pencils should be kept in view 
and the quantum of imports regulated wocordingly . 


( vii ) The Railway priority accorded to the industry in Madras should be 

continued and similar assistance should be extended to manufac 
turers in other Provinces . 


(viii) Th . Provincial Governments concerned should render nunufac . 

turers the necessary assistance in the matter of supply of petrol 
to and oil . 


(ix ) In view of the shortage of paper , greater use of slates and slate pen 

cils should be made by the Central and Provincial Governments. 
Tho use of indigenous slates and slate pencils in schools should 
be encouraged , as far as possible , by the various Directors of Pub 
lic Instruction . 


(x ) The Government of Madras should take necessary steps to help the 

iudustry in the Kurnool District regarding securing of leases of 
mines and reduction of royalties . The Government of 
the East Punjab should also take into consideration the require 
ments of slate manufacturers when deciding questions relating to 
lease of quarries . . 


( xi) The Government of Madras should take steps to meet the require 

inents of manufacturers in the Kurnool District by releasing suit 
ablt types of wood through the Government Forest Department. 
I urther , the Government of Madras should explore the possibili 
ties of supply of wood from forests in the Kurnool Distriot . 


( xii) The Provincial Forest Departments should undertake research in 

cooperation with the Forest Research Institute , Dehra Dun , re 
garding the availability of suitable types of wood in each Pro 
rinco , for the manufacture of slate frames . 


(xiii) Tho Madrag Government should give both financial and other ass 

istance for establishing and operating an electricity generating 
plant, at Markapur ,

( xiv ) As it would be advisable to develop the industry on an All- India 

basis , the Directorate General of Industries and Supplies (Cottage 
Industries Directorate) should render necessary assistance for its 

development . 
( x ) In view of the abundant supply of natural slate stones and short 

age of indigenous steel, we do not consider it desirable to make 
any recommendation regarding the supply of iron and steel sheets 
and other raw materials to the metal slate nanufacturers . We 
do not also recommend refund of customs dutieg on raw materials 
imported by metal slate manufacturers .

( xvi) The industry chould form an all India organisation and the organi 

sation should collect statistical data regarding produotion , importe , 
etc ., and distribute those and other useful information to its 
members .

( xix ) The Geological Survey of India should undertake A survey to ex 

plore new sources of siate stone deposits and classify them accord 

ing to tlcir quality . 
(XX ) The Cent : al Government should explore the possibility of settling 

" Dieplared I veons" in areas where the industry is largely 

loouulised .

(1x ), (xiv) and ( xv) mod appropriate action will be taken . 

8 . The attention of the Provincial Governments concerned is invited to 
recommendations ( viii), ( ix ), (x ), ( xi), ( xii ), ( xiii ) and (xvii ) and of the indus 
tries to recommendations (it ) ( v ), (xvi), (xvii ) and ( xviii). . 

4 . Recommendations (vii ), (xix ) and (xx ) are algo acceptable in principle and 
efforts will be made to implement them to the extent possible .
